Arrival pro- 
duc'd the Effet he with’d: For the Town of Pui- 
cerda fent Deputies'ro trim to make-their Submiffion 
10 his Catholick Majefty, notwithftanding the Fear 
they were in of being punifh’d for their Revol. He 
enter'd into that Place in the Evening, the Garrifon, 
confifting of 300 Men, Horfe and Foor, having left 
irat the firft Appearance of his Troops in the Plain. 
The Duke de Noailles caus’d his Troops to obferve 
fogood Difcipline, that many of the Inhabirants, 
who fear’d they thould be plunder’d and ill us'd, 
ing encourag’d by the good Order the Soldiers ob- 
fetv'd, came back into’ the Town. All the neigh- 
bouring Places made their Submiffion likewile ro the 
King, not one offering to take up Arms for the 
Archduke. We found in this Country great Plenty 
of Forrage ; and Provifions fufficient for the Sub- 
fitance of the Troops. This Town being fituate 
near the Head of the Segra, the Duke de Noailles 
may either joyn the Army of the Duke of Orleans ; 
ormake a Diverfion by continuing hereabouts, as 
he fhall think fir, 
_ From the Antwerp Courant, dated Octob. 4. 
Saragof{a, Sept. 15. The French Troops that are 
garrifon’d here in the Palace of the Inquifition, be- 
gan the 12th Inftant to patrol! abour the City in the 
Night. Letters from Tervel advife, that Brigadier 
Don Jofeph Chaves has poffefs’d himfelf of the fmall 
Town of Alkoy, 400 Miquclets who defended ic 
very bravely 5 Days retiring in the Night Time to 
Mountains. The Chevalier d'Hasfelt, with the 
Body of Troops he commands, and with 6 Cannon 
and fome Pontons, ‘is march’d towards Tortofa, to 
allarm the Enemy on that Side. ’Tis advis’d from 
Valencia, that the Garrifon of Alicant had made 
frequent Sallies, and oblig’d M,.

Mad id, Sept. 17. The Duke of Orleans has writ 
to the King from the Camp before Lerida the 13th, 
that the Trenches would. be open’d the next Day ;

He took 150 Prifoners, about 1200 Horfes, [the 
Harlem Courant fays 1300, ]3 Pair of Kettle-Drums, 
4 Standards, and all their Baggage. M2? de Vivans 
who fad ‘no Notice of Count Mercy’s approch, bue 
by an Alarm given by fome of his Men whom 
he had fent out that Day to Forage, prefently drew 
up his Troops, and ftood his Ground as well as he 
could: He rally’d them feveral times, bur all to no

A Relation is tranfmitted from 
Eclingen of the Defeat of 7 of the Enemy’s Regi- 
ments commanded by M. de Vivans, which impors, 
That Count Merci having defir’d the Eletor of Ha- 
nover to let him go upon an Enterprize againft a Bo- 
dy of 2600 Horfe which the Martha] de Villars 
had feat under M. de Vivans towards the Brifgau, 
march’d with 14 or 1500 Horfe, including 400 of 
the Duke of Wircemberg’s that joyn’d him by the 
Way. He atrack’d the French near Dortenburg the 
24th in the Morning ; they had fhort nocice of 
his approach, yet they defended themfelves ftoutly ; 
rallying thrice: At length chey quitted their Horfes, 
and on Foor fav'd themfelves among the Vineyards, 
leaving their Horfes (at leaft 1200) to the Victors, 
and 100 Men Prifoners, mof of them Officers, a- 
mong them 1 Collonel, and 2 Lieutenant Collonels : 
They had 7 or 800 Men kill’d, among them 2 Col- 
lonels. The Lofs of theGermans amounts to 120 or 130 
Men.3 Pair ot Kettle-Drums were takea,and the young 
Prince of Lobcowitz, who would not wait for all the 
Particulars, 3 Standards. Among the Ene- 
my were 300 Bavarians that came from the Nether- 
lands, and were moft of them cur off. 400 Grena- 
diers that were fent out of Fribourg ro General Mer- 
cidid him very good Service; there were no other 
Foot inthe Adion. All the Advices fay, that che 
Marshal -de Villars intended thar this Detachment, 
which he was to reinforce with fome Foot, thould 
inveft Fribourg. All the Enemy’s Tents and Bag- 
gage were plunder'd and burnt; for the Imperialifts 


were oblig’d to make Difpatch, fome of the Enemy’s 


Foot approaching. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Odtob. 4, 
Beuthe, Sepr.r5. greateft part of the Swedith 
Army pafs'd the Oder near Steinau, and the teft 
near this Place: Not one Troop or Company is lefe 
in Silefia.
